“Prose writers as well have

Also, the great­ 
est preached who ever lived, Henry 
Ward Beecher, had 
an element of 
^ humor—and pity the preacher who 
has none. 
“While prose and poetry

have had some element of humor, 
some have devoted

son's characters, a young man, ^who 
got letters -written to his lady love 
and his washwoman mixed.

lady love said :
